Common Fly Becomes ‘Top Secret’ 
As Films Bare Its Aerodynamics 


NEW YORK, Oct. 17 (AP) — 
The common drone fly is now “top 
secret.“ 

Thanks to some new fast pic- 
tures—3000 to a second—scientists 
at the American Museum of Nat- 
ural History now are finding out 
what the common fly has known 
for several hundred million years. 

They’ve discovered how the fly 
knows where he is when he can’t 
see where he’s going, and how he 
can fly through fog when a bird 
can't. 

The movies were made at the 
request of the Sperry Gyroscope 
Co. Dr. C. H. Curran, museum in- 
sect expert, worked with Photog- 
rapher. Henry M. Lester for sev- 
eral years before they got the pic- 
tures they wanted. 

In the movies you can see the 
300 beats per second of the fly's 
wings and—more important—the 
halteres or vibrating balancers 
just under its wings. 

The tiny balancers, sticking out 
under, the wings like a pair of 
lady’s hatpins, go up when the

researchers are just beginning to 
get into the study of how the lit- 
tle balancers maintain a fly's equi- 
librium, in a result .imilar to that 
of modern gyroscopes that keep 
compasses on ships and planes 
balanced with the earth’s axis. 

The halferes tell the fly which is 
up and which is down. 

Curran says these “most amaz- 
ing pictures ever taken of insects 
in motion” have unlimited possi- 
bilities in industry. Even more 
avid attention is coming from the 
Army and Navy. 

“But beyond that I cannot go,” 
said Curran. Top secret, you 
know.”

PLAN FOR SAVING 
3,000,000 BU. OF 
WHEAT A MONTH 


Smaller Loaves, End of 
Consignment Sales — 
Brewers to Use Less 
Grain, Hope to Avoid 
‘Beer Shortage. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 17 (AP)— 
The Citizens’. Food Committee said 
today that baking industry repre- 
sentatives have indorsed a pro- 
gram aimed at saving 3,000,000 
bushels of wheat monthly through 
co-operation of bakers, house- 
wives and public eating places. 

Charles Luckman, the commit- 
tee chairman, said that as part of 
the plan the bakers would feature 
smaller loaves of bread wherever 
possible and on Oct. 28 would cut 
down quantities of bread deliv- 
ered to grocers, 

In cutting down on deliveries to 
retail outlets, the bakers’ will 
abolish what is known das con- 
signment selling. Under this sys- 
tem bakers supply more bread 
than normally is sold in an ef- 
fort to promote business. Any 
stale loaves unsold are picked up. 
This practice will be stopped. 

Luckman said the savings could 
be accomplished only through 
waste control and education ef- 
forts in the use of breadstuffs. 
He said the 3,000,000- bushel 
monthly saving goal could not be 
reached unless housewives and 
eating places followed the same 
practices as the baking industry. 

Effort to Move Stored Grains. 

In another move on the food 
front, Government action to get 
stored stock of grain and other 
supplies to markets was asked for 
by the Commerce . Department's 
Small Business Committee. 

This request was among recom- 
mendations approved by the 20- 
man group at a three-day confer- 
ence here. Secretary of Commerce 
Harriman named the committee 
to advise his department on small 
business problems. It is headed 
by Ross Stewart of Houston, Tex. 

Luckman has held steady talks 
for three days with American 
Bakers’ Association representa- 
tives. He said an i11-point pro- 
gram was indorsed by the associa- 
tion and by the Associated Re- 
tail Bakers of America. He said 
these two groups promised to seek 
“full compliance” by all bakers. 

Salient points in the program 
include’ two-layer cakes instead of 
three-layer cakes, one-crust pies, 
fewer varieties of cakes and pies, 
and the use of more non-critical 
ingredients in bakery products. 

Program of Brewers, 

The brewing industry, in agree- 
ment with the Citizens’ Food Com- 
mittee, committed itself to a pro- 
gram calling for conservation of 
650,000 bushels of grain a month 
for export to Europe without cre- 
ating a beer and ale shortage in 
this country. 

They hope to be able to meet 
that goal by the use of substitutes 
for corn, wheat and other grains. 

Top representatives of the brew- 
ing industry have agreed to cur- 
tail their corn consumption by 25 
per cent for three months, to use 
no wheat, table grades of rice or 
edible barley and to stop huying 
sorghum grains,

The President emphasized that 
he was trying to get a free en- 
terprise nation to accomplish vol- 
untarily in the conservation of 
food what police states do by 
force. 

Pepper Disagrees. 

Senator Pepper (Dem.), Florida, 
who has said that Truman un- 
doubtedly will be renominated by 
the Democrats, told a reporter he 
can’t agree with the President 
that there would be anything 
smacking of a police state in the 
return to rationing and price 
controls. 

“When Congress sets up a fair 

system of rationing and price con- 
trols to bring about equal dis- 
tribution of scarce food and ma- 
terials at prices all can pay, that 
is democracy at its best,” Pepper 
said. 
The highest exercise of the prin- 
ciple of democracy lies in use of 
the power of the Government to 
protect the people.”

HERE SHOW INCREASE 


OF 1.5 PCT. OVER JULY 


HE consumers’ price index 

for St. Louls families of 

moderate income rose 1.5 per 
cent in the period between last 
July and August, the National 
Industrial Conference Board 
reported today. Only nine 
cities among the 66 industrial 
centers surveyed had larger in- 
creases. 


The index, using 1939 prices 
as 100, stood at 152.5 in St. 
Louis in August, as compared 
to 150.2 in July and 1345 in 
September 1946. The greatest 
rise here in the July-August pe- 
riod was in cost of fuel and 
light, Which advanced 9 per 
cent, the board reported. Food 
costs went up 2.1 per cent and 
clothing .9 per cent, while there 
was no change in housing or 
house furnishing costs.

“We hope for immediate action

“Just how it will be worked out 
we can’t say yet. We are going 
to investigate to find out which 
areas will need additional legis- 
lative and budgetary attention and 
make our recommendations to 
Congress. The whole program will 
have to be kept within appropri- 
ations,” :

The pilot in command of the 
plane wanted to know what would 
happen if he engaged the gust 
lock, a device used while planes 
are on the ground to prevent the 
surface controls from being buf- 
feted by wind> He performed the 
experiment without informing the 
pilot who was at the controls what 
he was doing. 

What happened was that the 
four-motored plane first began to 
climb, then pitched downward, 
executed part of an outside loop 
and turned upside down ‘before 
it finally was righted and restored 
to level flight less than 400 feet 
above the ground, The 48 passen- 
gers and five crew members were 
tossed about and bruised, but none 
was seriously hurt, 


Three pilots were in the cockpit 
of the DC-4 on the flight from 
Dallas to Los Angeles. Capt, 
Charles R. Sisto, Culver City, 
Calif., was in command, The eo- 
pilot was Capt. Melvin Logan, but 
actually flying the plane was 
Capt. John Beck, a new employe 
of American Airlines, who was 
being given what amounts to an 
examination for his fitness to fly 
this type of. aircraft. 

Without informing Beck or Lo- 
gan, Sisto engaged the gust lock, 
the CAB reported, As the plane 
started to climb, Beck repeatedly 
rolled the flettner control nose- 
down in an effort to return the 
plane to level flight, but without 
effect. He asked if the automatic 
pilot was on, and Sisto told him

American Airlines said that 
Sisto, who had been with the line 
for eight years, had resigned. 

Having established the cause 
of the mishap, CAB plans to con- 
duct no public hearing on it, but 
it is anticipated that the Civil 
Aeronautics Administration will 
cite Sisto and conduct a hearing 
to determine whether he shall be 
permitted to continue flying.

He added that 
“war probably would not start 
now without an explosion of some 
sort in a corner of the world.” - 

In his address at the Manches- 
ter community forum, sponsored

n. Eisenhower said that “war is . 
the last solution to any problem 
the United States may now have.” 

“When we all stop working for 
lasting peace,” he said, “then I 
know we will have war.” 

“But,” Gen. Eisenhower con- 
tinued, “it is necessary for the 
United States to pfeserve an 
armed force to insure our Own 
safety and the ideals we place de- 
fore international tribunals. 

“As long as we must have armed 
protection,” he told an audience 
of 3000, “then the forces must be 
adequate and efficient.” 

Gen. Eisenhower asserted the 
United Nations “has shown liftle 
visible progress so far,” but ad- 
vocated that it be continued. — 

“It won't be @efeated,” he said, 
“unless the major portion of the 
world says # is defeated.” 

Gen. Eisenhower asked that 
Americans be recruited for the

SUPPLY OF FUEL 
IN HOMES ABOUT 
SAME AS IN 1940 


Commissioner Carter Re- 
ports Details of Survey 
to Citizens Commit- 


tee. 


St. Louisans using smokeless 
fuels in their homes have about 
the same amount on hand as they 
had a year ago at this time, 


Smoke Commissioner James H. 
Carter reported to the Citizens’ 
Fuel Commission meeting at the 
City Hall today. 

arter submitted a report on a 
survey made by his office between 
Oct. 7 and Oct. 11. 

“It would appear,” he said, “that 
the situation regarding domestic 
fuel is about the same as last 
year, and what would be expect- 
ed at this time of the season. 
While there are more empty bins 
than last year at this time there 
are also more homes with the 
season’s fuel supply stowed away.“ 
The recent survey showed that 
47 per cent of the smokeless, hand- 
fired fuel needed this winter al- 
ready is in home bins and 52 per 
cent of the stoker coal required. 
This compares with 48 per cent of 
the hand-fired fuel on hand last 
year at this time and 47% per cent 
of the stoker coal. 

Carter said the survey showed 
that 22 per cent of the families 
using hand-fired fuel have their 
supplies on hand, compared with 
20 per cent last year. Of the fam- 
ilies using stoker coal, 20 per cent 
have supplies in bins, compared 
with only 13 per cent last year. 

On the other hand, 25 per cent 
of the homes using hand-fired 
fuels now have empty bins, while 
12 per cent of the homes using 
stoker fuel have empty bins. The 
comparable figures for last year 
at this time are 21 per cent of the 
homes using hand-fired fuel and 
8 per cent of the homes using 
stoker fuel. 

Earlier James L. Ford Jr,, chair- 
man of the Citizens Smoke Elimi- 
nation Committee had declared 
that records prove there has been 
no breakdown in enforcement of 
the city’s smoke ordinance, as 
charged by a former city fuel and 
smoke inspector. 

Weather bureau records, he said, 
show that St. Louis enjoyed its 
most smoke-free heating season 
during the winter of 1945-46, and 
that last winter was the second 
best. “The Smoke Regulation Di- 
vision is being run very efficiently 
and certainly there has been no 
breakdown in smoke law enforce- 
ment,” Ford declared.

Because of his desire to have 
his story of America’s role in the 
world, read as widely as possible 
and completely understood, he is 
putting it into straightforward 
language conveying intimate, in- 
side information and revelations 
in the political sense and in the 
personal sense. 

As a lifelong and highly suc- 
cessful political leader, Byrnes 
knows the value of homely human- 
interest details and of personal 
sidelights on famous people and 
great events, ‘ 

He often quotes directly from 
notes he made on the spot, and 
these notes are amazing for their 
frankness and directness, and for 
the feeling they convey to the 
reader that he was there, too, and 
heard what was said and what 
happened, how people looked and 
how they reacted, 

Byrnes became Secretary of 
State in July, 1945. He had served 
as a member of the United States 
House of Representatives from 
1911 to 1925, as United States Sen- 
ator from 1931 to 1941, as an asso- 
ciate justice of the Supreme Court 
from 1941 to 1942. In that year 
he stepped down from the bench 
at President Roosevelt’s reqyest 
to direct the Office of Economic 
Stabilization and in 1943 he was 
named Director of War Mobiliza- 
tion, a post which he held until 
President Truman appointed him 
to kead the Department of State. 
He resigned as Secretary of State 
last January.

Murray said 
he accepted in a “spirit of true 
humility.” 

“T must forever be devoted to 
those concepts and ideals to which 
you are devoted,” Murray said, 
“and with me you are accepting 
obligations that run to the mighty 
membership you and I are privi- 
leged to represent.” 

Murray said this was a crucial 
period in the life of the nation. 
The CIO must push forward, he 
said, “for the execution of its 
progressive policies.” 

“Little differences” of opinion, 
he asserted, were resolved by 
“calm deliberation so that we are 
one big family working together.”

The 61-year-old Murray called 
anew for repudiation of political 
leaders responsible for what he 
regards as anti-labor legislation. 
He said the CIO possessed a spirit 
of constructive militancy of aid to 
the nation,

Murray assailed profiteering in 
this country. Investors are en- 
titled, he said, to a reasonable 
profit. He said he favored free 
enterprise in the United States 
but would fight a system resort- 
ing to the use of extortion. As a 
member of President Truman's 
Citizens’ Food Committee, Mur- 
ray said, he had urged at the last 
committee meeting that a special 
session of Congress be called. 

“The Administration in Wash- 
ington has been definitely derelict 
in the performance of its duties,” 
Murray said. He called again, 
through the medium of the con- 
vention, for a prompt convening 
of Congress to restore rationing, 
initiate price control and cut liv- 
ing costs. 
| He urged President Truman, in 
effect, to “drive the money chang- 
ers from the temple.” 

His challenge for action, he 
said, was not issued in “brazen 
| defiance” but in a spirit of hu- 
mility in the “presence of God.” 

Just before adjournment, Mur- 
ray spoke to the delegates inform- 
ally, stating that the CIO would 
push forward in its organizational 
activities and would engage in 
unprecedented political activities, 
with the objective of repealing the 
Taft-Hartley Act and bringing 
about the defeat of its supporters 
in Congress.

This ac- 
tion came after Jack Kroll, chair- 
man of the P.A.C., had admitted 
bluntly that the CIO had been 
less successful in politics than in 
the economic field. 

Murray told the convention that 
labor and liberal groups were 
united in seeking to drive out of 
Congress “every man” who voted 
for the Taft-Hartley bill. 

He said he was confident that 
the “overwhelming majority” of 
AFL members would co-operate 
in the P.A.C. program, although 
AFL President William Green re- 
jected a CIO bid for political co- 
operation.

The federation 
members realize that much of the 
increase in food costs is a direct 
result of the program to pfovide 
for the hungry abroad, she said, 
asserting that “we will willingly 
permit our Government, through 
taxes, to pay for it once.” 

But, she said, the members do 
not believe it should be necessary 
to pay for it “three times“ that 
is, a second time in food cost in- 
creases of 100 per cent at the gro- 
cery, and a third time through 100 
per cent increases in costs the 
government must pay to meet its 
commitments. 


Against Grain Speculation. 

In urging that Congress take 
steps to control basic foods, the 
federation said speculative buying 
of grains should be stopped, with 
cash deposits on margin purchases 
of grains being made mandatory 
and possibly increased. 

To the argument that controls 
would revive the black market, 
Mrs. Vrooman replied: 

Black market prices during the 
OPA were not as high as legal 
prices today. Even in the face of 
a black market, the majority of 
the people should get some bene- 
fit. Meat, butter, eggs, milk, ete., 
are perishable commodities, Dur- 
ing the war, few black markets 
existed outside of regular outlets 
providing refrigeration, etc. 

“Admitting the difficulties of 
enforcing the rogram, it is our 
belief that most retailers and most 
consumers would conform and 
that the majority of the people 
would be benefited.” 

In urging repeal of the Fair 
Trade Practice Act, the federa- 
tion acknowledged that Missouri 
has no state law in this connec- 
tion, but asserted that individual 
merchants are “powerless to re- 
duce prices” because of manufac- 
turer franchises. It contended that 
price-cutting efforts last June 
proved this; and said that in one 
store in North St. Louis, the only 
item found to be exempt from the 
“fairxtrade” agreement and sub- 
ject to price reduction was a 10- 
cent package of phonograph 
needles. 

Advocating more money for 
anti-trust investigations, Mrs. 
Vrooman asserted: “Farmers in 
our milkshed actually receive less 
for milk than in OPA days, still 
the price of milk continues to 
rise. Functioning under an or- 
dinance similar to that of Kansas 
City, we pay 21% cents a quart 
for Grade A milk delivered. The 
price in Kansas City is 16% 
cents.” 

J. R. Hodges, economics teacher 
at the University of Kansas and 
a representative of the Progres- 
sive Citizens of America, advo- 
cated higher taxes, price and wage 
controls and selective rationing. 
Carl R. Johnson, president of the 
Kansas City branch of the Na- 
tional Association. for the Ad- 
vancement of Colored People, like- 
wise urged ‘a return to price con- 
trols, declaring, Our people can- 
not buy 89-cent ham or steak on 
a $30-a-week average wage.” 

But firm opposition to price 
controls and higher taxes was 
voiced by Mrs. James A. Reed, 
president of the Donnelly Gar- 
ment Co., who asserted the 
“stupid” regulations under OPA 
would have meant the end of her 
business by Oct. 15 had they not 
been discontinued, 

Kansas City retailers are doing 
their utmost to keep prices down, 
the investigators were told, Abe 
Trillion, owner of five food stortes, 
said grocers are not making ex- 
cessive profits, adding, “The price 
rise is on the product before it 
reaches us.”

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TREATY ON BURMA 
INDEPENDENCE {5 
SIGNED IN LONDON

LONDON, Oct. 17 (AP)—Britain 
and Burma signed an agreement 
here today under which power 
will be transferred to the new 
federal Burmese republic in Jan- 
uary. 

The Prime Ministers of the two 
countries — Clement Attlee for 


Britain and Thakin Nu for Bur- 
ma—affixed their names -to the 
treaty, which covers matters of 
defense, finance, nationality, com- 
mercial relations and contractual 
obligations arising out of the 


transfer of authority. 
Enabling legislation will be in- 
troduced in Parliament Oct. 24. 


Attlee said the treaty “records 
full agreement” between the 
countries and that it had been 
“freely negotiated” as the basis of 
their future relations. 

The British Government, he 
said, was “sorry to think that our 
long association with Burma as 
a member of the commonwealth 
should now be ending, but this is 
a matter which is for the decision 
of the people of Burma. We ac- 
cept their decision. We know that 
it is taken in no spirit of hostility 
or unfriendliness, We are glad 
indeed to think that the con- 
clusion of the treaty . shows 
that the bonds of friendship be- 
tween our two countries are as 
strong as ever.” 

The Burmese Prime Minister 
asserted that Burma’s “admiration 
for Britain’s intellectual and moral 
leadership and our appreciation 
for her greatness as a champion 
of human rights is very high.”

Taxi Strike Ended, 

A few busges operated today 
under police guard on the four 
regular city lines. However, their 
crews of non-striking regular 
personnel refused later in the day 
to take out any more busses be- 
cause’ of the threatening attitude 
of colleagues still on strike. 

Taxis returned to.the streets 
after a 24-hour strike, but fewer 
private cars were on the road. The 
price of black market gasoline 
soared to around $8 a gallon. 

Mobile armed guards were 
posted at the gates of subway 
stations. 
Parisians besieged the tsations. 
Although several hundred motor- 
men reported for work, essential 
technicians at power stations still 
weer on strike. By evening the 
government had not succeeded in 
turning a wheel. 

Conference on Wages. 

Government representatives met 
delegates of two non-Communist 
unions to discuss new wage 
scales, but refused to see dele- 
gates from the General Confed- 
eration of Labor until the strike 
is called off. 

A few hours earlier Prime Min- 
ister Paul Ramadier called a con- 
ference of Cabinet and Army of- 
ficers to arrange military protec- 
tion for electric power stations 
and subway and bus workers as 
soon .as partial service could be 
restored. Ramadier also decided 
to invoke a 1938 draft law to re- 
store some service. 

Ramadier has characterized the 
strike as a political maneuver 
aimed at influencing the outcome 


of next Sunday’s nation-wide mu- 


nicipal elections.

“Until their replies 
have been received it is not pos- 
sible and it would be improper, to | 
say that a final agreement be- 
tween the United Kingdom and 
the United States had been 
reached,” 

In London an _ authoritative 
source said Government leaders 
expected to announce a British- 
American agreement on reduc- 
tions in tariffs and imperial pref- 
erences in the House of Commons, 
probably by Wednesday.

and the shriek of the gale, the 
washing of the sea against the 
plane were the only sounds.”

| Death Rate Reduced, 


Post-operative mortality among 
persons who have had their thy- 
raid glands removed because the 
gland was excessively active has 
been reduced “almost to the van- 
ishing point” by slowing down ac- 
tivity of the gland with derivatives 
of the drug, thiouracil, before 
operating, Dr. George Crile Jr., 
of the Cleveland Clinic, Cleveland, 
O., reported. 


Some persons suffering from the 
condition, known as hyperthyroid- 
ism, can be treated successfully 
with thiouracil alone, he pointed 
out, without the necessity of re- 
moving the thyroid gland. He ad- 
vised physicians to try treating 
patients in the early stages of 
hyperthyroidism with a thiouracil 
derivative alone, before planning 
surgery. 

To achieve a long-standing re- 
duction of the gland's activity, he 
said, it is necessary to continue 
treatments with thiouracil until 
activity is normal or sub-normal 
for a period of about one year. 

Dr. Richard B. Cattell, of the 
Lahey Clinic, Boston, reported 
that death rate from cancer of 
the pancreas has been greatly re- 
duced since surgeons began re- 
moving the head of the pancreas 
in persons suffering from the dis- 
ease.

a the Ditch When Guerrillas Opened Up on 
Convoy—Communist Triumph Forecast 
Unless Army Takes Offensive. 


By DOUGALD WERNER 
ATHENS, Oct. 17 (UP)—Two 
United States Congressmen whc 
were under Greek guerrilla mor- 
tar fire near the Yugoslay border 
last Saturday said today that un- 
less the Greek regular army takes 
the offensive, the Communists 
will take over the country. 

“The fall of Greece would not 
only represent a victory of aggres- 


sion over Greece, but also would 


mean a serious defeat for the 
Nations,” Representative Olin E. 


[Teague (Dem.), Texas, said. 


He and Represenfative Donald 
L. Jackson (Rep.), California, re- 
turned to Athens last night after 
a week's tour of northern Greece. 
They were stranded for two days 
at Soufli on the Turkish border 
and the train that was scheduled 
to bring them back was blown up 
by guerrilla mines. 

Being shelled by mortars was 
not exactly a novelty to either 
Teague or Jackson, since both are 
combat veterans of World War 

Teague said they were in a 
Greek convoy that included a 
Bren gun carrier, two jeeps and 
a truck which halted to clear 
mines from the road. 

Hit the Ditch. 

“It was a hard surface road 
and mines could be easily spot- 
ted,” Teague said. “I did not even 
hear the first mortar but looked 
and saw everybody in the ditch 
80 I hit the ditch, too. 

“The first mortar shell hit 75 
yards over us. Then others fell 
short or landed on the side. Then 
it was quiet. Altogether, five or 
six shells were fired. 

“The Army had been firing with 
25-pounders, I just felt lonely, so 
I went for the ditch. 


“If they had been trained mor- 
tar crews or Germans they would 


have got us because they were fir- 
ing from high above in the Belles 
mountains. That first one at 75 
yards was a good shot, They had 
perfect observation over the road.” 

While both emphasized the seri- 
ousness of the guerrilla warfare, 
they said it did not compare with 
the fighting in the southwest Pa- 
cific or France. 

Train Blown Up. 

They spent a week touring 
northern Greece — the fighting 
area—by jeep. The train that was 
to pick them up and bring them 
back was blown up by electrically 
detonated mines six miles from 
the Sulfi station. Three passen- 
gers were killed and many injured, 

“It happened in the morning 
and we could see the smoke from 
the blast,” Teague said. 

They were advised that a plane 
would pick them up, so they 
marked out an airfield in a pas- 
ture by putting sheets in the 
corners, But the weather closed in, 
so they went on to Alexandrouplis 
“through orchards and over fields 
by oxcart in order to escape the 


mines.” 
They flew from Alexandrouplis 


in a Piper Cub and Harvard 
Trainer to Salonika and there 
caught a transport for Athens. 
Jackson said they had visited 
50 villages and “from the observa- 
tions we have made along the

‘Fight Too Big for One Man’ 
—‘Moral Revolution’ 


Needed. 


MADISON, Wis., Oct. 17 (UP)— 
The Rev. Kenneth L. Patton ad- 
mitted today that the 30 days 
since he announced he wanted 
to be regarded as a “colored man” 


a lesson: 

That his self-appointed task of 
fighting racial discrimination is 
“too big for one man.” He admit- 
ted that some things discouraged 
him. 

The Rev. Mr. Patton said that 
since he announced to his congre- 
gation here Sept. 14 that he in- 
tended to adopt a “colored” status, | 
he had been asked to make pub- 
lic addresses on six different occa- | 


sions. Only one, from Sauk City, 
Wis., did not come from a Negro 
group. 

„I'm discouraged about that,” 
the Rev. Mr. Patton said, “be- 
cause the Negroes don’t need the 
message as much as white people.” 
The month has convinced him, 
he said, that it will take a “moral 
revolution” to wipe out racial dis- 
crimination. He is drafting an 
anti-discrimination platform which 
he wants presented to churches, 
labor, unions, civic and service 
clubs and community neighbor- 
hoods. .

Failure to Provide Money Is 
Hampering Administration 


of Law, Says Official. 


JEFFERSON CITY, Oct. 17 
(UP)—Carl J. Henry, chairman 
of the State Industrial Commis- 
sion, disclosed yesterday that sev- 
eral strike elections provided for 
under the Madison law were 
being held up through lack of 
funds. 

Under the act, the commission 
must be notified within 10 days of 


a projected strike so that an 
election may be held. A majority 
of the union members affected 
must signify a desire to strike. 

The general assembly’s failure 
to provide funds for the elections 
is hampering administration of 
the law, Henry indicated. 

He said the commission had re- 
ceived notice of 16 pending strikes, 
but that it could do nothing 
toward providing necessary funds 
for an election as required by 
law. 

Henry said the strikes probably 
would go into effect, anyway, 
without the required elections, In 
a few cases, he said, either one 
side or the other in the contro- 
versy planned to provide funds 
for the election. 

The Legislature did allocate 
money for the five-man mediation 
board which has the responsibil- 
ity of settling labor disputes un- 
der the King-Thompson utility 
strike law. There are not now 
any utility disputes pending be- 


fore the commission in which 
that law could be invoked, and 


Gov. Phil M. Donnelly has not 
yet named the mediation group. 

Henry said one of the current 
disputes involving the Madison 
law centers around 16 taxicab 
companies in St. Louls. He added 
that he did not know whether the 
disputants were providing their 
own funds for a strike election. 

Asked whether the union and 
companies might bill the state at 

later date for the cost of cur- 
vend elections they conduct on 
their own initiative to comply 
with the law, Henry said, “I doubt 
the legality of that.”

It is not difficult to foresee that 
the Communists would at once 
proclaim the independence“ of a 
“People’s Republic of Manchuria,” 
or that that “republic” would soon 
be recognized by the “Independ- 
ent People’s Republic of Outer 
Mongolia,” which ts entirely con- 
trolled by the Soviet Government, 
and that the two “independent re- 
publics” would then enter into a 
mutual-assistance pact. And it is 
not difficult to imagine that the 
Chinese ambassaGor in Moscow 
would then be summoned by (Rus- 
sian Foreign Minister V. M.) Molo- 
tov and politely reminded that the 
Soviet Union has a mutual-assist- 
ance pact with the “People’s Re- 
public of Outer Mongolia.” There- 
fore if the Chinese Government 
should attempt by arms to regain 
its province of Manchuria, and 
Outer Mongolia should go to the 
assistance of the “People’s Repub- 
lic of Manchuria,” the Soviet 
Union under its pact with Outer 
Mongolia regretfully would be ob- 
ligated to use force to prevent the 
Chinese Government from inflict- 
ing injury on the forces of Outer

, U. S. Aid Urged, 

The urgent need of the govern- 
ment armies in Manchuria for 
ammunition and spare parts to use 
in their American arms and equip- 
ment is one which cannot be filled 
in a leisurely manner.

President Truman can legally 
take this action at once. He does 
not need to wait for Congress to 
reconvene. He can act in time to 
keep Manchuria out of the hands 
of the Soviet Union. If he does 
not, one of the first acts of Con- 
gress when it reconvenes should 
be. an investigation of our policies 
with regard to China. Such an in- 
vestigation might at least fix re- 
sponsibilities and reveal the names 
of the men in our Government and 
foreign service who are incom- 
petent to preserve the vital in- 
terests of the people of the United 
States 

High Prices and Graft. 

China today is caught in the 
sort of vicious circle that has be- 
come familiar to Europeans since 
World War I. She has been at war 
since 1937. The sources of such 
wealth as she had were in Japan- 
ese hands. Therefore she could not 
finance her war against the in- 
vader by sales of bonds, and she 
could cover only a small portion 
of the cost of the war by taxation. 
In consequence, she covered her 
war costs by the only method 
open to her—the issuance of paper 
currency. ... 

This means that China’s war 
was in reality financed at the 
cost of the middle class, and by 
reduction of the standard of living 
of such fixed income groups as 
schoolteachers, college professors, 
Government employes, and all who 
live on the income from securities 
bearing a fixed rate of interest. 
.. » The cost of living today ex- 
pressed in Chinese dollars is ap- 
proximately 30,000 times what it 
‘was in 1936, before Japan attacked 
China. 

In an effort to keep down ex- 
penditures for war purposes, the 
Government has kept down the 
pay of its soldiers and officers. A 
private has been receiving in pay 
the Chinese equivalent of $1.50 a 
month. A major general receives 
the equivalent of $17 United States 
a month.. . . For purposes of rais- 
ing money, pay in the army should 
be quadrupled. But there are more 
than 4,000,000 officers and men on 
the rolls of the army, and a quad- 
rupling of pay would add such a 
sum to Government expenditures, 
which could be covered only by 
printing more paper money, that 
the steady rise in the cost of liv- 
ing would be accelerated. 

The salaries of all government 
employes from cabinet members 
to tax eollectors are held down to 
fantastically low levels, The un- 
derpayment of government em 
ployes in China has passed the 
limits of human endurance... . 
Soldiers who are grossly under- 
paid, and hear from their families 
stories of increasing poverty, are 
deeply affected. Officers who can- 
not possibly support their wives 
and children on their salaries, if 
they are men of strong character 
and patriotism, sell all they 
possess to keep their families 
alive, but, -when they no longer 
have any possessions, must either 
see their children starve, or use 
their power to graft, or commit 
suicide, There have been many 
who have preferred suicide to dis- 
honor, but many have turned to 
„ 

In the army, graft takes many 
forms. The simplest is the padding 
of pay and ration rolls. The Chi- 
nese customs service, which be- 
fore 1937 was one of the most ef- 
ficient and honest in the world, is 
now riddled with graft. ... Tax 
collectors of all sorts graft... . 
The Chinese judges have for the 
most part endured their suffer- 
ings and kept their honor clean. 
But there are grafting judges 
„ 

Most of these men graft to live, 
and there is no possible way to 
stop this sort of graft until all 
government employes, military 
and civilian, receive a living wage. 
But raising of government salaries 
will increase the inflation, infla- 
tion will raise the cost of living, 
the rising cost of living will 
quickly absorb the raises in 
salaries, graft will start again— 
nobody will be better off. How 
can China break this vicious 
circle? 

Plans for Three-Year Aid. 

There is only one answer: 
Finish the war. This is where the 
United States comes in. We can 
break the vicious circle at several 
points, and at a cost to ourselves 
which will. be small compared to 
the advantages to be gained for 
our own security. 

The mo:t astonishing facts to 
be found in China today are not 
in the realn.e of war or politics 
but in finance. Chinese govern- 
ment expenditures, when trans- 
lated into United States dollars 
at the prevailing rate of exchange, 
are on a Lilliputian scale. To

The President, re- 
lated Morgenthau, was not anx- 
ious at first to consult with the 
British about the gold-buying 
policy, due to his distrust; more- 
over he appeared to enjoy the 
shock that his gold campaign 
gave to the international bankers. 


He Laughed, F.D.R. Roared. 


“Montague Norman of the Bank 
of England,” wrote Morgenthau, 
“whom F.D.R. called ‘old pink 
whiskers, wailed across the 
ocean: ‘This is the most terrible 
thing that has happened. The 
whole world will be put into bank- 
ruptey.“ While George Harrison 
of the Federal Reserve Bank tried 
to reassure Norman, the Presi- 
dent and I looked at each other, 
picturing foreign bankers with 
every one of their hairs standing 
on end with horror.

It Isn’t That Knotty 


To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

The Arab League is threatening to 
turn its armed might against the Jews 
of Palestine. How ominous is this 
threat? 

In his recent very informative arti- 
cles on the Middle East, Harry Zinder, 
an American journalist who covered this 
area for many years (for the Associated 
Press and Time) estimates the effective 
forces of the Arab League at only three 
infantry divisions (no battle experience) 
and a handful of fighter planes. Against 
this the Jews can put up some 50,000 
well-trained young men, many of them 
World War II battle veterans. It is 
also rather doubtful that the non-Pales- 
tinian soldiers of the Arab League would 
battle very enthusiastically in a foreign 
land against an experienced Jewish 
Army fighting with its back to the wall 
for the defense of its homes and fam- 
flies. 

It appears, therefore, that the mili- 
tary might of the Arab League is pri- 
marily vocal and that it does not, at 
present, constitute a serious danger to 
Palestine. 

The writer of this letter lived in the 
Holy Land for some 14 years, traveled 
in the neighboring lands and had many 
friends amongst both Jews and Arabs. 
He learned that Jew and Arab can get 
along very well together. As an Arab 
friend and business associate of mine 
once said: “If the British would work 
half as hard to promote harmony as 
they do to sow discord, Palestine would 
be truly a land of peace.” 

The Palestinian problem is not as 
knotty as we are led to believe. It can 
be solved justly and equitably, provid- 
ing the powers-that-be desire such a so- 
lution.

Don’t Blame the People 


President Truman spoke out yesterday against 
a return to food rationing, basing his gpposition 
partly on the ground that the people do not 
deem it necessary. It would be, he said, a “po- 
lice state” tactic to impose rationing unless the 
people favor it. 

This, it seems to us, overlooks a very impor- 
tant point. If food rationing is needed to con- 
trol inflation within this country and to dis- 
charge our obligations abroad, it is up to the 
President to convince the people of the neces- 
sity of it and to persuade them to accept it. 
The great function of the White House is lead- 
ership. a 

Aside from rationing, however, there are other 
things which can and should be done to enable 
us to fulfill our commitments. Most important 
are the measures necessary to accumulate the 
100,000,000 bushels of wheat not now in sight 
to fill our export quota to Europe. 

For example, the President's Council of Eco- 
nomic advisers has counseled that millers be 
required to increase the “wheat extraction rate.” 
In some flour mills as little as 68 per cent of 
the wheat kernel is utilized. During the wheat 
shortage of 1946, the Government ordered the 


wheat extraction rate raised to 80 per cent, and 


nobody noticed the difference, except that bread 
was of slightly darker texture. Actually, it was 
just as nutritious as before. 

The Administration should demand also that 
the use of wheat in stock feeds be limited. At 
the same time, steps should be taken to keep 
wheat somewhat higher in price than corn, 80 
that farmers will not feed it to livestock. 
This probably would require congressional 
action. But this is no obstacle, as a special ses- 
sion of Congress is very much in order anyway 
to deal with the approaching—no, the present 
—¢rises of our allies in Western Europe. 

A special session also should confer on the 
Administration the powers needed to control 
commodity speculation. The commodity ex- 
changes, having learned nothing from the ex- 
ample of the Stock Exchange, refuse to disci- 
pline themselves. 

As Mr. Truman remarked, the present wheat 
crop has been traded on the Chicago exchange 
alone eight or nine times over. No distrust of 
“police state” tactics nor fear of public resent- 
ment is involved in bringing the food specula- 
tors to book. Quite the contrary. 

Mr. ‘Truman ‘can do no better than to list 
the laws needed to keep our domestic economy 
in balance and to give required aid to our 
friends abroad, and then to call Congress to- 
gether to give him the necessary powers and 


~ appropriations. 
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Unanimity on Alaska 

Alaskan Delegate Bartlett tells Congress the 
airfields planned or under construction in 
Alaska are not enough and the territory should 
be made a fortress with added defenses on the 
Arctic coast, Representative Dawson of Utah, 
who has been in Alaska for hearings on state- 
hood, says fortification is “absolutely injpera- 
tive.“ Gen. Arnold, who was commander of the 
Army Air Forces in the Second World War, says 
Alaska should be made “the next thing to one 
solid air base.”

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Showing Up Professionals 

One wearies a little of diatribes against Holly- 
wood and Broadway. In all truth, much of what 
they provide in the way of entertainment is 
shoddy stuff — standardized superficiality. It 
should be criticized, of course. But one cannot 
help wishing that some of the energy that goes 
into sad lament might be diverted to the crea- 
tion of a more lively, more indigenous, less stero- 
typed drama. It is discouraging, in spite of 
the protests, to see the American people in their 
diversity accepting what is sent their way, in- 
stead of drawing on local resources to produce 
something more flavorful and genuine. 

Fortunately, not every American community 
is culturally lazy. Scores and scores of excellent 
museums foster the graphic arts, and the devel- 
opment of fine symphonic orchestras in what 
Mr. Mencken used to call the hinterland is some- 
thing of an artistic miracle. As for the stage, 
Pasadena, Cleveland and Dallas—to cite three 
outstanding examples-—have local playhouses to 
which even the drama “industry” is beginning 
to look for fresh material. 

In this connection, one is reminded that the 
St. Louis Community Playhouse—at home in the 
Artists’ Guild on Union boulevard—has just 
started its twenty-first season with a presenta- 
tion of Maxwell Anderson’s “Joan of Lorraine.” 
Admittedly, this play was a Broadway success. 
So were the five others scheduled for production. 
But at least they were chosen from among the 
best plays mounted in New York over the years. 
As such, they cause local players to approach pro- 
fessional standards and assure them of a meas- 
ure of box-office approval. Judging by other 
years, they will fill an evening more satisfac- 
torily than a journeyman road company running 
through “Tobacco Road” once more. 

Still, one wishes that the St. Louis players 
would dip at least occasionally into sources— 
such as the continental stage, for example— 
which Broadway approaches only rarely. And 
one wishes especially that something original 
might be produced from time to time. 

Admittedly, these suggestions carry a heavy 
load of difficulties. But why the eternal com- 
plaints about Hollywood and Broadway—about 
canned art—if something fresh is not attempted 
now and then?

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A Necessary Study 


One quick look at the city’s financial state

- ought to be enough to convince anybody —even 


Comptroller Louis Nolte—of the need for an 
expert reappraisal of the St. Louis charter such 
as Mayor Kaufmann suggested yesterday. 

The Mayor was acting, as a matter of fact, 
on a suggestion made last March by the Citi- 
zens’ Tax Commission. In addition to urging the 
enactment of a number of new taxes, this group 
urged charter revision as a way to economies 
in the municipal government. 

It pointed out that many of the reforms sug- 
gested in 1941 in the survey by Griffenhagen 
& Associates were not carried out because they 


conflicted with antiquated provisions of the 
charter. Robert E. Blake, chairman of the com- 
mission, said that dispersions of authority and 
duplications of function were so numerous that 
it actually might be easier to write a brand 
new charter than to amend the old one. 

The Mayor echoed this thought in urging on 


the Board of Estimate and Apportionment the 


expenditure of $16,000 for the employment of 
the Governmental Research Institute of St. 
Louis and the Public Administration Service of 
Chicago for a restudy of the weaknesses of the 
present charter. At Mr. Nolte’s request, the 
matter was put over for a week. 

It is to be hoped that the new study will be 
authorized without undue delay by both the 
Board and the Aldermen—and that it will end 
not in a pigeonhole, but in action. 
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The Real Tidelands Issue 


The major oil companies of the country are 
going to ask Congress to let them grab the 
tidelands oil reserves, now that the United 
States Supreme Court has stopped them under 
the present law. The National Petroleum Coun- 
cil announces it will press for quitclaim legis- 
lation next session. 

Congress enacted quitclaim legislation last 
year at the behest of these same wasters of the 
national domain, and only the presidential veto 
saved it from the consequences of its own folly. 
The National Petroleum Council unfortunately 
has reason to hope that Congress may be as 
weak again. 

It is of the utmost importance, therefore, for 
Congress to understand the issue. 3 : 

California, which lost the Supreme Court case, 
and Texas, which fears the Federal Government 
will now proceed to take over its tideland oil 
deposits, claim the oil on the grounds of state’s 
rights. What they overlook is the fact that the 
rights of any state depend on the survival of 
the United States. 

In turn, the survival of the United States de- 
pends on possession by the United States Gov- 
ernment of the materials to defend itself with. 
One of those materials is oil. The last great re- 
serve of oil in the United States is in the tide- 
lands. 7 

Shall this reserve be drawn out of the ground 
without limit, by private companies under per- 
mits issued by the states, or shall it be con- 
served by the Federal Government? 

The issue which California, Texas and the 
National Petroleum Council are still arguing 
about was fundamentally settled, for this coun- 
try, in the dangerous period between the Articles 
of Confederation and the Constitution of the 
United States, when the government was so 
powerless that it was on the point of breaking 
up. ä 
In their Federalist papers, Alexander Hamil- 
ton, James Madison and John Jay continually 
pointed out that an historic weakness of the fed- 
eral system of government had been inability to 


defend itself against attack from without. They 


argued with unanswerable logic that it was the 
one weakness which American federalism must 
always overcome. 

If the Federal Government could not control 
oil reserves sufficient to fuel planes, tanks, 
trucks and all the other instruments of modern 
mechanized war, it would have the fatal weak- 
ness which American federalism was especially 
designed to avert. 

The issue raised by the quitclaim fight in Con- 
gress, shorn of all the pretenses, is: Shall the 
nation be strong enough to defend itself—or not? 
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Memo on the Freedom Train 

Is two days long enough for the Freedom 
Train to be in St. Louis, the center of a metro- 
politan area of 1,500,000 people, surrounded by 
hundreds of small cities and towns in adjacent 
Missouri and Illinois? The obvious answer is: 
No. Yet that is the stop here which the present 
schedule calls for—next May 22-23. The date 
is far enough in advance to arrange a suitable 
extension without difficulty. 

Long before Freedom Train reaches St. Louis, 
intense interest will have developed in its pres- 
entation of historic American documents and oth- 
er treasures. School children who wish to pass 
through will alone run to many thousands. With 
persons already being turned away, it is an ob- 
ligation on the Freedom Train managers to re- 
vise their schedule. They cannot afford to spoil 
an excellent idea by a trip which is too hurried 
for safety and convenience. 
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Relaxing on Smoke? 

One of the most important assets of St. Louis 
certainly is the cleaner atmosphere resulting 
from the anti-smoke ordinance. Therefore, it is 
alarming when the Better Business Bureau ac- 
cuses the Department of Weights and Measures 
of a “breakdown in enforcement” of the law. 

It is even more alarming that an inspector 
in the Division of Smoke Regulation should 
come forward to say that his chief, Smoke Com- 
missioner J. H. Carter, is not co-operating with 
Weights and Measures Commissioner J. A. Ber- 
nard. And most alarming of all is the sharp 
decline in arrests for violations of the law: 

St. Louis controlled smoke, after passage of 
the ordinance, largely by controlling the coal 
distributed within its limits. Weights and Meas- 
ures inspectors nabbed irresponsible dealers who 
sought to peddle fuel for burning contrary to 
the ordinance, This, plus the vigilant eye which 
the Smoke Division kept on chimneys, under 
Commissioner Tucker, meant success. And it 
is the only way that success can be assured. 

The administration committed one serious 
blunder during the war years when it closed an 
eye to smoke-spouting locomotives. It should 
remember the reaction of the people of St. Louis 
when they found out about that. An even more 
widespread laxness would be resented all the 
more. Just now the authorities should be push- 
ing the campaign against fly-ash, and they cer- 
tainly should be protecting the gains made 
against smoke. 

That as responsible an agency as the Better 
Business Bureau should have questioned the 
manner in which they are discharging their du- 
ties certainly is warrant for the grand jury in- 
vestigation called for by Director of Safety 
Charles J. Riley. Let’s have it—and soon. In 
the meantime, however, the Mayor should take 
a good long look into this section of his own 
administration,

To meet heavy demands for food, we are tearing vitality out of our 
farms, says writer; lost minerals must be replaced in form of con- 
centrated fertilizers; TVA has perfected process for producing 
them, but its adoption is resisted by fertilizer trust and its lobby.

Twice during this century the farmers of 
America have* been exhorted to win a 
world war with food, and twice they have 
done just that, in large measure. Each 
time, when the war was over there was 
still the peace to win, and American food 
was asked to win that too. 


What we did, during and after both wars, 
was to mine our soils and literally give 
Europe of our substance. Twice, with a 
kind of fated masochism, we tore great 
pieces of living tis- 
sue out of the body 
of the American land 
and shipped them out 
of the country. And 
with every shipload 
we reduced by that 
much our capacity 
either to fight an- 
other war, or to feed 
our friends and 80 
build the peace that 
will outlaw war. 


The United States 
will remain a great 
industrial nation only 
so long as it is also 
a great agricultural 
nation, and it cannot long remain a great 
agricultural nation if we continue to take 
more minerals out of our soils than we are 
putting back in.

Put Up to Congress 


The first requirement of an intelligent 
farm policy is to break two critical bottle- 
necks, one being our present utterly inade- 
quate production of mineral fertilizers, and 
the other the education of the market. We 
shall have to produce and apply to our 
soils several times as much phosphate as 
we are now using, plus greatly increased 
quantities of potash in some areas. But to 
get these things done, we must convince 
farmers that it is necessary to do them. 


Three years ago the growing awareness 
of these problems among farm leaders found 
expression in the National Soil Fertility 
bill, sponsored by the American Farm Bu- 
reau Federation. In its major provisions 
the bill strikes directly at both the pro- 
duction and market bottlenecks, 


First, it would expand the experimental 
fertilizer program of the TVA and would 
insure further expansion by extending 
credit to farmer co-operatives to finance 
the construction of additional phosphate 
plants utilizing both the Florida and the 
western reserves; also potash plants util- 
izing New Mexican reserves. 


A Familiar Snag 


Second, the bill would authorize the De- 
partment of Agriculture to apply on a na- 


tional scale, using 2 per cent of the na- 


tion’s farms as demonstration units, the 
test-demonstration technique of the TVA, 


Backstage in the Capitol the bill hit a 
familiar snag, namely the fertilizer trust 
and its two-headed lobby, the American 
Plant Food Council and the National Fer- 
tilizer Association. 


It was the fertilizer lobby that prevent- 
ed the TVA from building, during the war, 
the phosphate plant at Mobile, Ala., for 
which Congress twice appropriated funds. 
As a result of this obstruction, as Senator 


Hill pointed out, our wartime food policy 


was organized around the concealment of 
a phosphate deficiency in our soil. 


The fertilizer trust is quite aware of this 
situation but it is accustomed to the tra- 
ditional pattern of agricultural boom-and- 
bust. Hence the industry is as reluctant 
to expand as is the steel industry, 


But it is not just future over-capacity 
that. the trust and its lobbyists are afraid 
of. It also fears technological advance. To- 
day, nearly a hundred years after John 
Lawes showed how to make phosphate 
available to plants by acidulating bones, 
and later phosphate rock, with sulfuric 
acid, about 90 per cent of the phosphate 
fertilizer produced in this country is still 
made by this process, which yields the so- 
called “normal” superphosphate of com- 
merce of from 16 to 20 per cent concen- 
tration. TVA’s triple superphosphate, from 
electric furnaces, contains 48 per cent. 


They All Take a Look 


Publicly the trust scoffs at these and 
other achievements of TVA’s chemical en- 
gineering department. Privately, there is 
scarcely an important fertilizer company in 
America that has not sent its engineers to 
Muscle Shoals to study the new TVA 
processes. Because of the relative cheap- 
ness with which the more highly concen- 
trated fertilizers can be transported, low- 
analysis fertilizers must be superseded. 


Eventually, but not now—not if the fer- 
tilizer trust can help it. From the point 
of view of the old-line fertilizer industry 
its diluted and adulterated mixed fertiliz- 
ers, and its grooved and frozen price-fixing 
arrangements coupled, before the war at 
least, with rigorously enforced cartel agree- 
ments with foreign producers, are all neces- 
sary parts of a painfully constructed com- 
mercial alliance that must be made to hang 
together at all costs, ° 


Lobbying in Washington 


The costs are fairly heavy. They include 
the $36,000 a year salary paid to ex-Con- 
gressman Woodrum to head the fertilizer 
lobby. They include sending out flagrantly 
“loaded” questionnaires designed to trip 
unsuspecting farmers and agronomists. 


They include the presentation by the 
American Plant Food Council to the Unit- 
ed States Office of Education of that re- 
markable literary Trojan horse entitled 
“Our Land and Its Care.” Designed for use 
in schools, it contains 90 per cent of solid 
fact and 10 per cent of astute propaganda 
calculated to persuade the future farmers 
that there isn’t any fertilizer trust and that 
if there is, it lives only to serve them, 

Finally, the trust’s defense bill includes 
the cost of the extraordinarily intensive 
lobbying that has caused even hardened 
Washington to blink a bit. For example, 
a year ago last July, Representative Can- 
non of Missouri was moved to exclaim: 

“The question before the House is wheth- 

er you will vote with these lobbyists, or 
whether you will vote for the folks back 
home. Will you vote for the fertilizer 
trust or for a hungry world?”

Ordinarily, in the past, munic- 
ipal elections have had little re- 
lation to national issues. 


- RRamadier’s Indecision. 
| Between these two poles, the 
Ramadier Government of the cen- 
ter flounders in a sea of difficul- 
ties. It is a grave problem, not 
‘alone for France but for the 
United States, since aid given to 
an uncertain government is not 
likely to contribute to recovery 
and stability. |

By working with the Communists, 
France may be able to achieve 
over the years a synthesis in 
which the Communist doctrine will 
be profoundly modified. The re- 
forming of the Comintern, through 
the Belgrade Information Bureau, 
will put French Communist lead- 
ers on the spot as to whether they 
are actually under the orders of 
Moscow. 


No French Government that ex- 
cludes the Communists can hope 
to succeed, since they have 1,000,- 
000 party members and polled 
more than 5,000,000 votes at the 
last election. Therefore, they can- 
not be ignored. This view is ex- 
pressed with a full realization of 
the perils of including a Commu- 
nist mino ity in the Government. 


The Role of De Gaulle. 


In the speeches he has been 
making to huge audiences 
throughout the country, De Gaulle 
takes exactly the opposite view. | 
Invoking past glories and hero- 
isms, the General denounces the 
French Communists as agents of 
Soviet Russia bent on destroying 
France. He stands up like one of 
the innumerable monuments to 
“La Gloire” and denounces the 
system of political parties which 
he blames for many of France’s 
troubles,

show whether despairing French- 
men are turning to De Gaulle as 
a last hope in the face of immi- 
nent disaster. When he was in 
power before, immediately after 
the liberation, he was not a con- 
spicuous success. But his ardent 
followers put that down to the 
war and to the failure of his sin- 
cere effort to co-operate with the 
Communists at that time. 

To many Frenchmen the end 
seems to be civil war or something 
very like it. That is why De

old, died Wednesday of a cerebral 
hemorrhage at Lutheran Hospital. 
A gcarpenter’s son from the 
Rhineland, he wag born and edu- 
cated in Germany and received 
his final tutoring under the great 
German impressionist, Max Sle- 
vogt. He came to St. Louis in 1930. 
For several years he was an un- 
known artist. When he first be- 
gan to receive wide recognition in 
the mid-30s, it was for his paint- 
ings of Missouri mules, which, for 
a time, were virtual trademarks 
of his scenes of rolling country- 
side, of the Mississippi in flood 
and of cotton farms, 

Prizes began to roll in, and in 
short succession he won awards 
at the Chicago and Kansas City 
Art Institutes and had one-man 
shows in New York, Washington 
and at various St. Louis galleries. 
He painted murals for postoffices 
in Vandalia, Mo., and Paris, Ark., 
choosing as his subjects Negroes 
and scenes of Missouri industries. 


Within the last few years, sub- 
ject matter of his work began to 
change, and in a one-man show at 
the Noonan-Koci. : Galleries last 
April, his paintings expressed sav- 
age indignation over the world’s 
evils and injustices, 

Many of the paintings were sym- 
bolic. Among the techniques he 
used to gain his effects were 
spreading the paint with a pal- 
ette knife, and painting with the 
sharp end of a brush, his fingers 
or. his fingernails, 

In an appreciation of Mr. Vorst’s 
work, written for the show, John 
Hersey, author of “Hiroshima” and 
“A Bell for Adano,” said: “The 
quality of excellence that I see in 
Vorst’s work is the quality of the 
man. He has the breadth of spirit, 
the love of humanity, the sym- 
pathy for small people, the under- 
standing of nature that are the es- 
sentials of any superior artist’s

UN A.C. TRANSIT LINES 


Elimination of 4-for-35-Cents 
Tokens Authorized by 
State Board.

JEFFERSON CITY, Oct. 17— 
The Kansas City Public Service 
Co, was authorized to collect a 
straight cash fare of 10 cents, for 
adults, on its street car and bus 
lines in Kansas City, in an interim 


order issued yesterday afternoon 


by the Missouri Public Service 

Commission. The order, issued 

after a brief hearing, is effective 
ov. 1. 


The present cash fare is 10 
cents, but four tokens are sold for 
35 cents. The new order elimin- 
ates the tokens for an indefinite 
experimental period, pending an 
audit by the commission of the 
operations of the company under 
the straight 10-cent adult cash 
fare. 

No objection was offered by the 
City of Kansas City, which had 
agreed to the company application 
for an increase. In an intervening 
petition the city asked the com- 
mission to approve the fare in- 
crease for street-car lines, but re- 
served an objection as to the 
jurisdiction of the commission 
over fares of the company’s bus 
lines. 

This question as to the com- 
mission’s jurisdiction over bus 
lines within a city, which has not 
been definitely settled by the 
courts, was based on a provision 
of the’ state motor carrier law. 
That provision exempts from the 
regulatory act motor carriers op- 
erating over regular routes within 


a city and adjacent suburban ter- 
ritory as a part of a transporta- 
tion system, the major part of 
which is within the city. 

While raising the jurisdictional 
question as to commission control 
of the bus lines in Kansas City, 
the city asked the commission to 
make an audit of operations of 
the whole system of the Kansas 
City Public Service Co., including 
both street-car and bus lines.

British Journal’s Comment on 
Russian Reports on Scien- 
tific Progress. 


LONDON, Oct. 17 (AP) — An 
article in the British Medical Jour- 


nal today said that, when scien- 


tific progress is reported in Rus- 
sia, “truth is obscured in a naive 
way.” 

“For example,” the article said, 
“Prof. Eric Ashby, who was at- 
tached as a scientist to the Au- 
stralian legation in Moscow in 
1944, records how Prof. Z. V. Er- 
molyeva was acclaimed in 1945 as 
the discoverer of the new drug, 
penicillin.” 

The Medical Journal said the So- 
viet organ, Pravda, describing Er- 
molyeva’s work, referred to “her 


greatest discovery—Soviet penicil- 


lin,” but conceded that it also had 
been discovered in Britain by Sir 
Alexander Fleming. 

“Fleming's penicillin,” the Brit- 
ish Journal commented, “has no 
doubt had the demerit of being 
bourgeois and capitalistic.”

The New York Court of Appeals 
ruled unanimously yesterday that 
a false charge branding a person 
a Communist or Communist sym- 
pathizer constituted grounds for 
libel action in the courts, 

The state’s highest tribunal, re- 
ferring to “widespread public aver- 
sion” to communism and its sym- 
pathizers, held that such a false 
‘action was defamatory, depending 
in part, it added, on “the temper 


of the times.” 
“Accordingly,” Associate Judge 
Stanley H. Fuld wrote in the opin- 


ion, “the courts having regard for 
the current public attitude—transi- | 
tory though it may be—have re- 
peatedly held that a false charge 
that one is a Communist is basis 
for a libel action.” 
“And,” he added, “it is of little 
moment whether the statement de- 
scribes’ (one) as a Communist or 
as having communistic sympa- 
thies and affiliations, for as has 
been observed, ‘any difference is 
one of degree only.’” 

OPA Officials Involved. 
The opinion came with a ruling 
that Max Mencher of New York 
City, a former Office of Price Ad- 
ministration official, had stated a 
cause of action in his complaint 
that Adolph J. Chesley of New 
York City had falsely accused him 
of being a Communist and having 
Communist affiliations. 
Mencher contended he was 
falsely accused in a statement 
Chesley allegedly issued to the 
press after he (Chesley) had been 
dismissed as chairman of the 
Bronx rationing board in 1944. 

The state’s high court did not 
decide the merits of Mencher’s 
complaint. It ruled only that the 


allegations were sufficient to war-

OSS HART certainly started something: 


some years back with his play “Lady in the 

Dark” which later became a highly success- 

ful movie. Pretty soon all Hollywood, a city of

I can 
recommend the C. B. S. series, not only to parents, 
but to childless persons who may be interested in 
them simply as absorbing studies of child be- 
haviourism, and incidentally, deeply moving 
dramas.

STATE THEATER is not seen, nor is his name even carried 
in the credits. He is Artur Rubinstein, the concert -artist, who

He is the most im- 
portant person connected with the picture 
for the reason that the music played, com- 
positions of Robert Schumann, Johannes 
Brahms and Franz Liszt, is not mefely in- 
cidental, but is the warp and woof of the 
story, which concerns the great love that 
Schumann, concert pianist, bore for her brooding 


husband, who ended his days in a madhouse. 

Right at the start the mood of the story is set by the 
tender, faintly melancholy reverie of Schumann's “Traumerei” 
as the little piece is played by Clara Wieck as a concert encore. 
From there on, the screenplay is drenched with piano music, 
with one of the principals always tossing off a fragment of a 
composition to underscore the action. The music is lovely, 
and its rather overpowering effect is chiefly responsible for 
making the love story a moving one For we doubt if the 
screenplay, the work of a quartet of writers, could Red 3 
‘achieved this effect alone. The dialogue is often either ove 
blown or commonplace, with the writers falling pretty far 
short of putting as much into words as Brahms and Schumann 
did into the music. 

The writers have taken some dramatic license by having 
Brahms falling in love with Clara Schumann on his visit to 
the Schumanns in 1858, at the time when Brahms was only 20 
and Clara was 34 and the mother of seven children. While 
we did not find this device objectionable, as have some critics, 
we question the usefulness of it, as Clara’s intense loyalty to 
her husband is emphasized sufficiently by other means. 

We thought Miss Hepburn, as Clara Schumann, was ef- 
fective enough with her artificial acting mannerisms fortu- 
nately more suppressed than usual, Although she manages 
to overcome the usual tendency of her playing toward monotony 
une still is not an actress of any great depth. Henreid is 
convincing as Schumann, although the harsher realities of his 
mental illness are softened by the script with a romantic haze. 
Walker is improving, but still hasn't shown he's equal to a 
serious role, At no time does he suggest any of the strength 
and towering genius of Brahms, or anything more than a 
juvenile in costume.

HOSE steaming casserole, souf- 
1 fle, and other baked dishes are 

always particularly delicious 
on winter days— economical as 
well. a 

And now there's a wonderful as- 
sortment of oven-to-table utensils 
awaiting your choice, Much of the 
new ovenware is colorful and 
high styled, for designers have 
been giving it a lot of attention 
lately—especially those in Califor- 
nia. Some of the new ware is 
beautiful in its simplicity and 
richly colored glaze. Many of the 
bake dishes are squarish or rec- 
tangular in their shapes—always 
with corners softly rounded, They 
come through in sizes for a single 
serving, service for two, four and 
six. The glaze colors run to soft 
greens, browns, bright red and a 
clear glaze over the pottery. 
Where the ovenware is of vitrified 
china—as several well known lines 
are—you get a more delicate col- 
oring, such as creamy white, gray, 
several of the lighter ‘shades of 
blue and even of pink. At least 
two of these lines have matching 
tableware,

Brass looks better if 
kept polished and there are many 
excellent polishes, If you get tired 
of this, bring the brass to a high 
polish, wipe it with benzine to 
remove wax or grease and tien 
2 coat of clear lacquer. This 
will keep things shiny for many a

AGAZINE fiends are people 
M who cannot resist the tempta- 

tion to subscribe to magazines. 
The magazines to which they do 
not subscribe they purchase at 
newsstands, 

Having no other place for them, 
magazine fiends bring the maga- 
zines home. When asked why they 
brought the magazines home, they 
reply that there are articles in 
them which they wish to read. 

As time goes on, the magazines 
pile up and threaten to bring down 
living-room tables under the 
weight of their load, Those who 
value living room tables above 
magazines may inquire whether 
some of the magazines can be dis- 
posed of.

Extra Summer Towels 

NE problem that faces every 

() nomemaker is where to hang 

the extra towels that are need- 

ed in the good old summertime, 

especially where weekend guests 
are to be considered. 

Most closet shops now are of- 
fering several interesting solutions 
to this problem in a variety of 
metal floor racks with cross-arms 
to take care of as many as a half 
dozen towels, Some even have a 
little platform between the four 
legs that can be utilized for wash 
cloths or other needs. Least ex- 
pensive metal is the aluminum 
rack, which is extremely light 
weight as well. Most of the others 
come in the category of chrome- 
plated tubular steel. These run up 
to around $10, depending on the 
size. The larger ones are about 
30 inches wide, and nearly all of 
them take a depth of about 12 
inches. 

Still another interesting devel- 
opment is a whole family of as 

ma | as three cross-pieces—that 

e hung on an ordinary towel 
rod, without interfering with its 
capacity. These are inexpensive 
aids, which can be laid aside when 
not in use. 

Of course, all these extenders 
can be used for bathroom laundry 
—or the floor racks can be set in 


any convenient spot for the drying 


of the baby’s laundry or other 
small pieces.

Economical 


Menus for 
Tomorrow 
By Meta Given 


OST everybody loves a good 
Masa soft cookie—the kind 
that will stay soft for days. 
This type of cookie is rarely seen 
today, but a generation or 80 ago, 
it was the most popular kind. A 
lot of modern conditions have led 
to the crisp cookie. The well in- 
sulated stove with its temperature 
and time control that makes 
watching unnecessary has its in- 
fluence. Then the need to use Jess 
sugar and shortening, the very 
two ingredients that contribute to 
softness because they are hydro- 
scopic, led to making crisp cook- 
ies. And to avoid scorching and 
waste, there has been a tendency 
for homemakers to bake their 
cookies at a lower temperature 
than old-time cooks, This longer 
baking dries cookies out and they 
become crisp before they attain 
the desired color. Then cooks dis- 
covered rolling the dough thin 
makes crisper cookies. To obtain 
a soft cookie, a recipe of correct 
proportions of ingredients is neces- 
sary. Then the dough must not 
be rolled thinner than a quarter 
of an inch which seems thick to 
most modern cooks. These cookies 
must be baked in a hotter oven 
than most cooks would expect. As 
a result, the cookie becomes brown 
before it has had time to dry out, 
This means quick baking at a high 
temperature and requires the most 
careful watching for perfect bak- 
ing. Cookies should always be 
placed on the baking sheets so as 


to leave an even margin all around | 


the edge. 
Soft Sugar Cookies, 


Two and one-half cups ne 


flour, 2 and one-half teaspoons 
baking powder, one-fourth tea- 
spoon salt, one-eighth teaspoon 
nutmeg, one-half cup butter or 
shértening, three-fourths cup su- 
gar, one egg, beaten, one-half cup 
buttermilk, 

Sift flour, measure and resift 
three times with baking powder, 
salt and nutmeg. Cream shorten- 
ing, gradually add the sugar and 
continue to beat until light and 
fluffy. Add egg and beat well. 
Stir in one-third of the flour, then 
add milk and remaining flour, 
beating thoroughly. Do not add 
more flour. This amount is just 
right to form a soft dough that is 
not sticky, but easily handled for 
rolling when the dough is thor- 
oughly chilled, Chill dough in re- 
frigerator for several hours, Roll 
to about one-fourth inch thick. 
Cut with a two or three inch 
cookie cutter. Place on greased 
baking sheet and bake at 400 de- 
grees Fahrenheit (moderately hot) 
for about 12 minutes, or until deli- 
cately browned. Makes about 


three dozen cookies, three inches 
in diameter.
